GOOD HOLIDAY ADVICE 
E X P E R IE N C E HAS SHOWN the year- 
end holiday season is the most dangerous 
period of the year, Ned H. Dearborn, presi­ 
dent of the National Safety Council, points 
out in a communique that should be read 
and pondered by all citizens. 
Traffic accident deaths on both Christ­ 
m as eve and Christmas Day in the nation 
are approximately twice as high as the an­ 
nual daily average. With a four-dav holi­ 
day this year the death toll could be higher 
than the 351 traffic deaths 
d u r i n g the 
Christmas week -end of last year, Dearborn 
says. 
The safety head tosses out the following 
suggestions for a safe and m erry Christ­ 
m a s for the motorist: 
Driving or walk ing, put the Christmas 
spirit of “good will toward m en” into prac­ 
tical use by being extra courteous — tak e 
time. 
The user of Christmas spirits in liquid 
form should stay away from the wheel of a 
car.

Higher fire insurance rates for 
Circleville property owners loomed 
as a possibility Monday as “ T h e 
Case of the Missing Letter,” rolled 
back to the first chapter, appears 
to be going into the records 
un­ 
solved. 
Overshadowing the mystery it­ 
self is the fact the Ohio Inspec­ 
tion Bureau has recommended 
city fire department personnel 
AP be ‘‘at least’ doubled—and 
the 
bureau, if its recommendations 
aren’t accepted, could cause 
a 
boost in fire insurance rates for 
the community. 
'rho bureau has notified Circle­ 
ville it is waiting to see what ac­ 
tion the city will take on its sug­ 
gestion. which w'ould give the city 
a minimum 15-man fire depart­ 
ment. At least one city councilman 
has indicated the lawmakers feel 
V the 
bureau’s 
recommendations 
needn’t cause anyone serious con­ 
cern, however. 


“ We’re always getting their rec­ 
ommendations,” he said. “ It’s a 
routine they follow.”

CITY FIR E M EN , on the other

here last Oct. IO. After waiting on 
the assumption the mayor had re­ 
ceived his copy, Fire Chief Talmer 
Wise showed his own copy to Amey 
just prior to the meeting of City 
Council Dec. 2. The mayor prompt­ 
ly turned Wise’s copy over to Coun­ 
cil Clerk Fred Nicholas.

NICHOLAS, contacted after the 
Council meeting, said it hadn’t 
been read and added he didn’t re­ 


call any request that it be read. 
: Later, how ever, he checked 
h i s 
records and announced the letter 
had been read to Council “ almost 
as the last thing before adjourn­ 
ment.” 
However, the fact that the letter 
was read without apparently get­ 
ting the attention it deserves bas 
since become unimportant with the 
big questions arising from the mud 
die: 
What action, if any, is the city 
going to take on the inspection bu­ 
reau’s recommendation? 
Wise’s copy of the communica­ 
tion was signed by Harry L.

NEW YORK IV—A drop in the 
co st of living—a restoration of the 
buy ing pow er of the dollar—would 
be a w elcom e C h ristm as present 
fo r every one. 
Or would it? 
Call it “ m aking a dollar worth 
300 cents ag ain” , and it sounds 
fine. Call it “ deflation” , and a lot 
of people get worried. 
The dollar actually has IOO cents 
now, as it alw ay s did, but infla­ 
tion h as chiselled aw ay m uch of 
its buy ing power. 
When y ou talk of a “ 52 - cent 
dollar,” y ou m ean that before the 
w a r 52 cents would buy as m uch 
in goods and services as one dollar 
will now. 
The pre-w ar dollar bought m ore 
finished 
goods. 
It 
also 
bought 
mo re raw m aterials. And it bought 
m o re labor. 
M any people, how ever, had few ­ 
er dollars then to spend on goods 
th an they do today . 
It is the others—those with only 
a s m a ny dollars a week to spend 
now as they had before the w a r— 
fo r whom the postw ar rise in the 
co st of living is particularly rough. 
M inions, for exam ple, are try ing 
to liv e on pensions or savings— 
ea rned w hen 
the 
dollar 
bought 
mo re, and being spent now 
when 
inflation has taken half of its buy ­ 
ing pow er. 
To deflate the econom y , get back 
to pre w ar prices, and m ake the 
do lla r as hefty in purchasing pow­ 
er a s it once was, how ever, m ight 
mea n that people would have 
to 
ta ke in few er dollars for the co m ­ 
mo dities they grow o r mine, 
a nd 
g et less for transpo rting them 
to 
fa cto ries. 
W orkers in factories and mills 
m ig ht have to ta k e pay cuts. And 
tho se who supply factories with 
to o ls, m a teria ls and services w?ould 
ha v e to slash their prices—and in­ 
co m es. 
Sto res would have to pay less for 
rent, light, fixtures and clerks than 
th ey do now. 
E very one 
would 
enjoy 
pay ing 
le ss for the things he has to buy 
Few* would relish getting less for 
th e goods or labor he has for sale. 
A V irginia f a r m e r say s of infla­ 
tion: “ I like having m ore money . 
I kno w it runs right through m y 
fing ers w hen 
I go to the store. 
B ut I like the feel of m ore of it in

GOOD HOLIDAY ADVICE 
EXPERIENCE HAS SHOWN the year- 
end holiday season is the most dangerous 
period of the year. Ned H. Dearborn, presi­ 
dent of the National Safety Council, points 
out in a communique that should be read 
and pondered by all citizens. 
Traffic accident deaths on both Christ­ 
mas eve and Christmas Day in the nation 
are approximately twice as high as the an­ 
nual daily average. With a four-day holi­ 
day this year tho death toll could be higher 
than the 351 traffic deaths d u r i n g the 
Christmas week-end of last year, Dearborn 
says. 
The safety head tosses out the following 
suggestions for a safe and merry Christ­ 
mas for the motorist: 
Driving or walking, put the Christmas 
spirit of “good will toward mon” into prac­ 
tical use by being extra courteous — take 
time. 
The user of Christmas spirits in liquid 
form should stay away from the wheel of a 
car. 
Avoid home hazards—do not use candles, 
be sure tree lights and wiring are in good 
condition. Keep gift wrappings away from 
fireplaces and other sources of heat. 


WHEN PRESIDENTS RELAX 
FACING THE HARD prospect of f o u r 
years of tension in the White House, Presi­ 
dent-elect Eisenhower already is giving 
thought to how and where he will relax 
from the strain of office. A duty the head 
of the nation owes to all its people is to 
keep fit by not letting the arduous tasks of 
his office drive him to 8 point approaching 
exhaustion. 
Those familiar with how General Eisen­ 
hower likes to employ his leisure will not 
be surprised by the report that he does not 
plan to use the ocean-going yacht Williams­ 
burg. The President-elect’s idea for a sum­ 
mer White House is a place somewhere 
with a nine-hole golf course and fresh­ 
water fishing not too far from the capital. 
Herbert Hoover, when President, relin­ 
quished the Mayflower, which his predeces­ 
sors had enjoyed, and did so in the name 
of economy, withdrawing to a retreat on 
the Rapidan, where he could fish to h i s 
heart’s content. Another presidential fish­ 
erman was Calvin Coolidge, who took a 
long vacation in 1927 in South Dakota’s 
Black Hills to try his luck. It was there he 
spoofed the country with his famous “I do 
not choose to run in 1928,” an idiom per­ 
fectly understandable to any New England­ 
er as absolute determination. 


Great historic errors are never made by 
the people ot a country; they do not know 
enough of what is going on. The errors are 
made by officials, by individuals, some­ 
times whimsically, sometimes wilfully. 
Responsibility is often avoided by t h e 
mighty by the simple device of shifting the 
j blame to smaller men who can hardly de-1 
fend themselves. Often the people do not 
really know what has been done to them 
until decades have passed, archives have 
been opened and the appalling truth expos­ 
ed. long after any remedial measures are 
possible. 
In this country, we are fortunate that no 
man is too great, no office so sacrosanct 
that a Congressional committee might not 
uncover the actual facts of a situation if 
it is so minded. The Owen Lattimore in­ 
dictment is a case in point. 
The Lattimore testimony before the Mc* 
Carran Committee consumed 817 pages of 
printed record. It was an amazing p e r ­ 
formance, often a violent denunciation of 
the Committee and its processes. I cite one 
brilliant example of the double skip, the 
ability to talk plentifully but not to answer I 
the question: 
"Senator Ferguson. Might I ask a ques­ 
tion there? Did you intend to influence the 
, people in the State Department? 
"Mr. Lattimore. The program of the In­ 
stitute of Pacific Relations was perfectly 
clear, Senator. It was to make available on 
i the market, the market of ideas, the most 
accurate information that it could assem­ 
ble on the subject of the Far East, so that 
those who were interested could use that 
I information as they themselves saw best. 
"The Chairman. Now, I would like to 
« have you answer the question. 
"Senator Ferguson. Answer my q u e s ­ 
tion: Did you intend to influence the State 
Department? 
"Mr. Lattimore. We intended to contrib­ 
ute to the general fund of knowledge about 
the Far East. Any question of a particular 
intent to interest the State Department as 
a policy-making organ of he Government 
was, to the extent of my knowledge, nev- j 
er dreamed of.” 
The McCarran Committee established 
that it was the purpose and activity of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations to influence 
the Far Eastern policy of the State Depart­ 
ment and its implementation. 
Owen Latimore was editor of "Pacific 
Affairs," the principal publication of the 
I.P.R. Together with E. C. Carter, Fred­ 
erick Vanderbilt Field and, for a period, 
Joseph Barnes, he was a powerful figure in 
this international organization. 
Lattimore’s bravado broke down after 
E. C. Carter’s barn at Lee, Massachusetts, 
was raided and the files found were taken 
to Washington. Those files continued thou­ 
sands of documents, some of considerable 
significance in the development of the great 
American tr a g e d y , our China policy. 
Until these files were examined, little 
comfirmatory evidence was available to 
show the extent of the I.P.R s activities. 
The files disclosed the entire story. No one 
has denied the authenticity of these files or 
of any document taken from them, and no 
one could, because the files contained orig­ 
inal documents, some typewritten, some in 
I longhand, some with marginal notes.

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CLARIFICATION NEEDED 
Two 
points 
of 
legal 
disputes 
about 
the Taft-Hartley Act hinge on the intent of 
Congress. One is whether the National La­ 
bor Relations Board alone may seek in­ 
junctions against unfair labor practices af­ 
fecting interstate commerce. The other is 
whether state courts have jurisdiction to is­ 
sue injunctive relief where reliance rests 
on the federal law’. 
The way appeared cleared to a final de­ 
termination when the Supreme Court of 
the United States accepted review of a case 
involving the two points, w’hich had gone 
against the unions in Alabama's Supreme 
Court. The latter sustained a low’er court’s 
temporary injunction against a local trades 
union council for picketing a building in 
course of construction. 
The injunction was obtained by a subcon­ 
tractor who employed union labor while 
the general contractor did not. According 
to the petitioner, the picketing had a two­ 
fold purpose: To induce his workers to stop 
work with the object of forcing the general 
contractor to unionize and also to cause the 
petitioner to cease doing business with the 
general contractor. This w’as held to be in 
violation of Taft-Hartley Section 8 concern­ 
ing secondary boycotts and other forms of 
coercion. 
Before the high court, questions f r o m 
the bench resulted in most of the allotted 
time being taken up with discussing wheth­ 
er the* court was not inhibited by the fed­ 
eral judicial code from reviewing a tem­ 
porary injunction. The code limits the pow­ 
er to review to “final judgments or de­ 
crees rendered by the highest court of a 
state.” Counsel for the union contended 
that the state court’s sustaining the injunc­ 
tion was in a sense final judgment. 
Now the court rules the contention with­ 
out merit, deciding by a 7 to 2 vote that 
the code precludes review. W h i l e this 
leaves the Alabama court decision intact, 
it would have been better to have had a 
clarification of it from the high court. But 
the Supreme Court is to be commended for 
the meticulous care it evinced to avoid 
even 
the 
appearance of exceeding its 
powers.

Men are as they think and those who are 
products ot the Great Depression are likely 
to think in an atmosphere of fear. T h e y 
take on a clerk-like disposition whether in 
government or business, 
recalling that 
courage and enterprise and thrift were 
forced down in the ugly days of the 1930’s. 
Those who risked most, seemed to suffer 
most. 


This, perhaps more than any other cause, 
produced the lust for security in place of 
the vision of a self-made career based on 
initiative and thrift. A few enterprising in­ 
dividuals risked greatly, even in the worst 
days of the Depression, picking up busi­ 
nesses that had collapsed or were on the 
verge of collapse and building them into 
mighty enterprises. Other brave s o u l s 
started new ventures and many of them 
did well. And some of the older ones were 
rescued by new management. 
# 
But even among these people, the fear of 
a recurrent Depression had the effect of 
penurious thinking, not so much in the defi­ 
nition of penny-pinchings as in the sense of 
keeping one eye always peeled for the worst 
that never happened. A people that has not 
the courage to fail, never reaches Olym­ 
pian heights of enterprise, because the 
view is narrowed; the mind is small. The 
depression attitude expresses itself in all 
strata of society in the desire for a guaran­ 
teed life in the form of government-provid­ 
ed social securities, in pensions, in fringe 
benefits and similar devices to eliminate 
risk. 
In government circles this has been par­ 
ticularly true and has been responsible, in 
no small measure, for the fear of Russia, 
the dependence on Britain, the appease­ 
ments in policy and the acceptance of such 
insults as we take in our stride, for in­ 
stance, in the United Nations. 
We did experience the historic fact that 
we could win a war and lose it simultane­ 
ously and that freightened our statesmen 
as much as the Depression frightened our 
generation. If that could happen, anything 
could happen. Yet, the explanation for it is 
so simple that it should have been under­ 
stood; we were courageous in fighting; we 
were cowardly in negotiation. W h e n we 
fought, we were old-fashioned Americans; 
when we negotiated, we lived in the depres­ 
sion-born atmosphere of fear. We thought 
that we could buy peace by dollars as we 
gained prosperity by subsidies. 
Those who inherited great or even small 
fortunes were particularly affected by the 
fear psychology of the Depression. T h e y 
saw their fortunes diminish by the loss in 
values and the depreciation of currency. 
They witnessed the effect of taxation, es­ 
pecially inheritance taxes, on the r i c h . 
They concluded that there would be no 
more rich men in America. They hoped to 
mitigate the force of the revolution. 
Many of them joined Roosevelt, not be­ 
cause they believed in him. Actually, in 
private conversations, they ridiculed him 
shamelessly. But they did believe that the 
techniques which he evolved in the New 
Deal arrested the revolution before which 
they cringed during the Depression years., 
They believed that he had 
saved them 
from the barricades and the guillotine. 
They put on the masquerade of a hardly 
understood liberalism, in the hope t h a t

Early Repair of Hernia Vital 


ly HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
IN the usual type of rupture 
or hernia, the body wall that 
hold* the contents of the abdo­ 
men—Intestine and other organs 
—becomes weakend, and these 
Internal organs protrude beneath 
the skin. The most common site 
for a hernia Is in the groin. How­ 
ever, it may occur in many other 
places throughout the body. 
Certain people have an In­ 
herited predisposition for her­ 
nias. They are born with defects 
present in their abdominal wall 
or Its supporUng structures which 
may easily lead to a ru p tu re A 
severe Injury’, heavy Ufting, or 
any strain of these already weak­ 
ened tissues can very well open 
up the defect. 
Tissues Weaker 


j 
However, many people leave 
ruptures go for years until they 
get so large it is difficult to re ­ 
store the abdomen to normal. 
These are the cases where recur­ 
re n c e are frequent. 
Many ruptures th at are ne­ 
glected can become greatly en­ 
larged as more of the intestine 
and other abdominal contents are 
squeezed out of the abdomen and 
Into the small sac forming the 
rupture. Finally these contents 
tend to strangle, because too 
much is contained within the sac. 
This causes gangrene of the 
bowel and may be fatal lf not 
corrected. 
Ruptures 
are 
common 
and 
should be corrected early to pre­ 
vent difficulties later on In life. 


As a person becomes older, his 
tissues become weaker, also m ak­ 
ing it easier for a rupture to oc­ 
cur. The heavier the person and 
the more fat in his tissues, the 
weaker are the tissues—hence 
greater the chance for a rupture. 
If a rupture occurs and the per­ 
son Is In good physical condition, 
the best treatm ent, as a rule, is 
to have it repaired surgically. In 
most cases, this gives very satis­ 
factory results. Usually the op­ 
eration is not too dangerous, and 
can be done with great ease. 
If a hernia is repaired before it 
becomes too large or has pro­ 
gressed too far, the type of op­ 
eration is usually very simple, and 
th^re Is not too great a chance of 
recurrence. 


QUESTIONS AVD ANSWERS 
C. R. H.: Is hemorrhage from 
the lung always due to a case of 
tuberculosis? 
Answer: Hemorrhage from the 
lung may be due to many causes; 
it need not always be due to 
tuberculosis. A severe lung infec­ 
tion. such os pneumonia, a tum or 
of the lung, varicose veins in the 
tubes leading to the lungs, and 
certain heart conditions may all 
cause a person to cough up blood. 
The best way to determine the 
cause is by X -ray examination of 
the chest. However, in certain 
cases, it is necessary for the phy­ 
sician to look into the lung tubes 
with an instrum ent which la 
known as 
a bronchoscope In 
order to find the exact cause.
